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NEW PLANT RECORDS FROM KANSAS 

PtONALD L. McGregor, Vernon L. Harms and 

Jerold D. Poindexter 


Continued botanical exploration centered in southeasti'i'n 
Kansas has resulted in several additions to the state flora. 
The area in which all but one of the new recoi’ds wei'e found 
is one of a few scpiai’e miles in the extreme southeastern 
corner of the state whei'e Mississippian rocks, mainly lime¬ 
stone, ai’e exposed. This ai'ea has a stronj>’ Ozai’kian floi’istic 
element and has more sjiecies of vascular plants than any 
of the other much larji’er i)hysiogj-ai)hic areas of Kansas. A 
few species known in Kansas fi-om this ai'ea only are: Isoe- 
f('s hutU’ri, ErythroniuDi ((»i(’ric((nin}i, SanrnrK.^ r<n-nuHs. 
Arahis laevhnifa, Vacciniiini sfaniitunifu, GiU.ema .s-fipnldcvd, 
Cr((fd('(ids spp., C'onids flondd, Physocdopdlifolids vai*. 
iut(’nu<‘<lids, A,s(('r ti(rJ>inclld-K, and Hicraciuni (/roiiorii. 

All sjiecimens listed ai‘e in the herbai'ium of The Ihiiver- 
sity of Kansas, Lawrence, and were collected by the senior 
author in comiiany with the others. 

Scirpus koilolepis (Steud.) Gleason. Cherokee co.: low 
abandoned field, 1 mile northwest of Baxter Sin-injis, April 
»)0, 1960, I\. L. McGrcpor /.>.>Gok 

This small I'ush occurred aliundantly with Myosdnix ntini- 
nrius', Sdyidd. (Idcddibeus, and Lepididui (Icn.sifioruni. Its 

range is extended west from southern Missouri and north 
from Oklahoma. 

Carex stipata Muhl. var. oklahomensis (Mackenzie) Glea¬ 
son. CHEROKEE CO.: open wooded creek valley, 1 mile north¬ 
west of (iaiena, June IS, 1960, R. L. McGrcyor 1'>72S. 

A large colony of this sedge was found. The leaves aver¬ 
aged M-o nim. wide and perigynia averaging 1.2 mm. long 
and nearly as wide as high. It was known jireviously from 
southwest Missouri to eastern Texas. 

Carex squarro.sa L. CHEROKEE CO. : moist ravine in woods, 
f) miles east and 1 mile south of Crestline, July 16, 1960, 
R. L. MrGrcpor l.'tSJJ.

We have seen no specimen to validate the previous report

of this species from Kansas. Its range is extended west f: 
Missouri. 

Sisyrinchium varians Dickn. Cherokee co. : prairie at 
edge of oak-hickory woods, 5 miles east of Baxter Springs, 
May 15, 1960, R. L. McCR'caor 

Intergi'ades so completely with pruinosum Bickn.. that 
it should, perhaps, be included with that more southern spe¬ 
cies. Our collection extends the I’ange to the north from 
Oklahoma. 

Mentzelia al’rescens (Gill.) Griseb. CHEROKEE co. : cherty 
waste land in old lead and zinc mine area, 4 miles east and 1 
mile south of Crestline, July 16, 1960, R. L. McGregor 1~)H2S. 

Darlington (Ann. Mo. Bot. Gard. 21: 160. 1934) gave the 
range of this sj^ecies as Oklahoma south war’d through Mexi¬ 
co, Chile, and Ai’gentina. The Oklahoma part of the range 
was based on a collection in Comanche Countv which is some 
280 miles southwest of our station. It was a pleasant 
surprise, then, to find a colony of several hundred plants 
flourishing in southeastci’n Kansas. The colony extended 
eastward a few hundi’ed yai’ds into Missoui’i to a jwint 3 
miles southwest of Cai’l in Jasper County. 


Gonolobus gonocarpos (Walt.) Peri’y. CHEROKEE CO.: 
rocky wooded ravine, 5 miles noi’th of Galena, July 16, 1960, 
R. L. McGregor 1580!). 

A few plants in the area extend the range a little west 
fi’om Missouri and north from Oklahoma. 


Erigeron tenuis T. & G. CHEROKEE CO. : sandy prairie bank, 
1 mile northwest of Baxter Springs, May 14, 1960, R. L. 
McGregor 15577. 

This slender annual was abundant in the ai’ea and its 
known range is extended north and west from Oklahoma 
and Missouri. 


Lactuca saligna L. anderson co. : edge of low woods and 
roadside, 2 miles noi’th of Garnett, August 13, 1960, R. L. 
McGregor 15972. Also collected in Douglas and Fi’anklin 


Counties. 

This naturalized 


weedy i)lant was scattered in the area. 
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Two plants luul lanceolate to linear and entire leaves and 
are refei’able to the forma ruppiaua (Walli\) G. Beck. Our 
collection extends the known range westwai’d from Missoind. 

Hudbeckia granditlora (D. Don) DC. CHEROKEE co.: blue- 
stem i)raii*ie hay meadow, 8 miles west of Baxter Springs, 

June 18, 19b0. R. L. McGfvnor 

The I’ange of this si)ecies is extended west I'l'om Missouri 
and north from Oklahoma. Though i)reviously I'eported 
from Kansas by Stevens (Kans. V\'ild Flowers, IJniv. of 
Kans. Press, 19J7) his detei’mination was l)ased on a dwarf 


form of R. subfontenfosa. 
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Fr.\grostis curvula from Illinois. — The s|)ontaneous 
ap]>eai‘ance and subscHpient collection of an introduced plant 
is not likely to prompt comment unless it is usei’ul or an 
unwelcome andval. However, the presence of Rnifirosfi.s 
curruJd (Schrad.) Nees in an Illinois locality may be of 
.^’ome intei'est to consei’vationists. This ixu'ennial South 
African bunchgi’ass was first introduced in the southwestern 
U. S. in 19M1. Since it is easily established from seed thei’e 
is little 1 ‘eason to doubt its sju’ead from areas of |)revious 
introduction. This wiater has no rejKnls of E. cirniila from 
other areas in Illinois or fi’om adjacent areas. 

The collector of the Illinois sjiecimens is R. T. Rexroat 
who stated in habitat notes that tin* gi'ass was “growing in 
sand on the east side of woods and in a tight clump up to a 
foot across.” It seems from Rexroat’s obsei’vations that the 
jilants had been thei'e for some time and have pei’sisted. 
According to information fi-om the collector there were no 


“conservation area” plantings in the vicinity. The grass 
was not likely to have been deliberately seeded in that par¬ 
ticular area. Identity was verified by Dr. Jason Swallen.
